ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 

This application was electronically received by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences on July 27, 2009. A review of the application 
revealed that it is not ready for docketing as an appeal. Accordingly, the 
application is herewith being returned to the Examiner to address the 
following matter(s) requiring attention prior to docketing. 
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EXAMINER'S ANSWER, GROUNDS OF REJECTION 
A review of the file finds that the grounds of rejection of the claims 
as provided in the Examiner's Answer mailed May 12, 2009, under the 
heading "Grounds of Rejection", is not consistent with the grounds of 
rejection of claims set forth in the last Office action of record. The ground 
of rejection of the claims as provided in the Examiner's Answer includes a 
rejection for claims 1-41. 

A review of the Examiner's Answer finds a new Ground of Rejection 
that has not been provided the required heading "New Grounds of 
Rejection" and which does not include the approval of the TC Director or 
his/her designee. See Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) § 
1207.02 and 1207.03 (8 th ed. Rev. 6, Sept 2007) for details. 

Specifically, the Examiner's Answer sets forth a rejection for claim 41 
as being rejected under 103(a); whereas the last Office action, including any 
mailed Advisory Action finds that claims 1-40 are rejected under 103(a). 
Claim 41 was not included in any statement of rejection. Correction of all 
Grounds of rejection for all claims is required. 

CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner to: 
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1) vacate the Examiner's Answer mailed May 12, 2009; 

2) generate a new Examiner's Answer which includes the approval of 
the TC Director or his/her designee (as required for any new grounds of 
rejection); and 

3) for such further action as may be appropriate.
